They reply that in order to do so 
they must sit up tL midnight to do 
th ir sbrinkling or else use it lu tho 
heat of the day when the effect would 
be disastrous to the perpetuity of the 
lawns. 
The plain facts of the matter 
are that the city consumes from 1800 to 
2000 gallons of water per minute in tho 
heated season and that mere could not 
be furnished without «direct pressure. 
In other words the tank capacity is not 
sufficient to supply the consumers with 
all the water they want, so some have 
to do withont. 
The proposition to place a reservoir

D e ar M o t h e r : 
As 1 wro te yo u in a sh o rt letter en. 
ro ute h ere fro m No me, i was sent o ver 
fro m No rne in February to take ch arge 
o f th e co mpany’s statio n at St. Mich , j 
ael, vice th e late agent h ere wh o h ad 
disregarded th e distinctio n 
between 1 
tu v iit et m m ii L I left No me th e mo rning 
o f W ash ingto n’s birth day with aseven- 
do g team and an Indian bo y as driver. 
Traveling by do g team do es no t mean 
riding all th e time by any means, but 
wh en th e trail is go o d th e two “ mush 
ere” wh o go with each do g team t.\ke 
turns riding, th e o th er o no traveling 
alo ng beh ind th e sled o n a do g tro t 
wh ich is very exh austing at first to a 
beginner. 
Afrer two o r th ree days 
o ut 1 co uld do my twenty-mile do g tro t 
per day, alth o ugh I was pretty much 
stilTened up wh en I reach ed St. Mich ­ 
ael’s. 
Wh en th e trail is bad bo th 
travelers 
go o d fo o t, o ne ah ead o f th e 
do gs to break trail and th e o th er be I 
h ind th e sled at th e h andle bars wh ich j 
are to h elp guide th e sled. Every nigh t i 
th e do gs h ave to be fed with th eir i 
mixture o f mush made fro m co rnmeai j 
o r rice co o ked with dried salmo n o r 
baco n. 
Do g feed fo r seven raveno us 
do gs is quite an item o f expense, es­ 
pecially wh ere 1 h ad to pay as h igh as 
fo rty cents a po und fo r baco n and sa l­ 
mo n at th e ro adh o uses. 
Traveling by 
do g team is ra th e r expensive; my ex­ 
penses running o ver $10 a day, no t in­ 
cluding th e h ire o f th e team. 
W e h ad an uneventful trip up to th e 
fo urth Ligh t, th ere being ro adh o uses 
to sto p at every nigh t. 
Th e weath er 
being mild —abo ut zero o r belo w. 
Th e 
fo urth nigh t we made an Esquimaux 
village and h ad to sleep in an eglo o 
(native winter h o usej o n 
th e llo o r. 
Th ese winter h o uses are o f lo g sides 
and dirt ro o f, th e llo o r being several 
feet belo w th e surface o f th e gro und. 
So th e eglo o is h alf rave and h alf lo g 
cabin. 
Th o ro are fo ur eglo o s in th is 
village wh ich is kno wn as Mo ses, so 
named fro m th e ch ief, if such a functu- 
nary can be said to exist amo ng th e 
Esquimaux. 
Wo picked o ut th e clean­ 
est eglo o o f th e lo t. wh ich is no t saying 
much , and camped o ut o n a rug o n th e 
llo o r. 
T h e interio r o f th e eglo o co n­ 
sisted o f two ro o ms, a h allway leading 
do wn fro m th e gro und to th e inside 
living ro o m, a ro o m abo ut 
20x30 feet, 
ligh ted in th e daytime by an aperaturo 
in th e dirt ro o f, co vered o ver with 
greased seal bladder, and at nigh ttime 
by aeal-o il dips. 
T h ere wero fo ur 
bunks built in th e fo ur co rners o f o ur 
particular eglo o , th ree o f th em being 
curtained o il. 
T h ere were abo ut twen­ 
ty natives inh abiting th is d welling, th e 
exact number I co uld never co unt. 
Wo co o ked o ur supper o n o ne o f th e 
two camp sto ves th at were in th e eglo o 
and retired eagerly into o ur ro be o nly 
to o anxio us to go t « up and 
away next 
mo rning to dwellings wh ere th e o do r 
o f seal o il was no t 
bo dense, but L was 
unlucky eno ugh to find a sto rm raging 
th e next mo rning wh ich th e sto utest 
“ m ush er” * wo uld no t dare face. 
Th e 
sto rm lasted into th e next day, so I h ad 
to spend th ree nigh ts and two days in 
th at miserable place. 
Th ere 
were 
o th er travelers sto rm-bo und in th e vil­ 
lage, so I saw so meth ing o utside o f 
native so ciety. 
Ho w 1 passed th o se 
two days I can scarcely remember. 
I 
th ink 1 must h ave slept sixteen h o urs 
o ut o f twenty-fo ur. 
W e ran o ut o f th e 
little grub we carried and h ad to live 
o n to m co d we bo ugh t fro m th e natives 
and wh at fo o d we co uld bo rro w o r buy 
fro m th e wh ite men. 
Fo rtunately we 
h ad a fire to co o k th e to rn co d and did 
no t h ave to eat th em a la Esquimaux, 
fro zen and raw. 
T h e th ird mo rning, th e sto rm h aving 
abated 
so mewh at 
th o ugh no t very 
much , we reluctantly settled fo r o ur 
th ree nigh ts’ lo dging at a do llar each 
per nigh t, (Mr. Esquimaux is rath er a 
sh rewd bo y fo r ail h is seal-o il o do r) 
and h astened away, traveling fifty- 
th ree miles th at day acro ss No rto n 
Bay, a ten-h o urs' jo urnej with o ut sto p, 
fo o d o r drink. 
After th at we made o ur 
fo rty 
miles 
per day, 
reach ing St. 
Mich ael’» a: no o n o f th e tenth da 
fro m No me, a distance o f abo ut th ree 
h undred miles by winter trail. 


St. Mich ael 
ia th e mo re mo dern 
name fo r St. Mich ael’s island; Russian 
name Mich ael va,-ki. 
Here i§ th e h a r ­ 
bo r fo rmed between th e island and th e 
mainland 
wh ere th e 
Yuko n river 
steambo ats meet th e o cean vessels. 
Here are th e army h eadquarters fo r 
Alaska, th e co mmanding general and 
h is staff being po sted h ere, also an 
army po st with two co mpanies o f so ld­ 
iers statio ned at th e barracks. 
Th e 
th ree big co mmercial co mpanies o f 
Alaska h ave statio ns and sto res h ere, 
two o f th ern h ave h o tels in co nnectio n, 
o nly o ne o f wh ich is running th is win­ 
ter, at wh ich th e general and h is stall 
bo ard. 
T h ere are alto geth er abo ut 
six o r seven h undred wh ite peo ple and 
natives unnumbered living

island th is winter. 
T h ere are o nly 
sixteen wh ite wo men at St. M ich ael’s 
th is winter. 
It is a mo st deso late spo t 
- a lo w-lying island just no rth o f th e 
fiats fo rmed by th e delta o f th e Yuko n; 
wind swept fro m every directio n, and 
co vered o ver all 
with 
th e 
Arctic 
tundra, a fro zen mass o f mo ss in win­ 


ter and a bo g in summer. 
Alth o ugh 
April is h alf go ne we h ave h ad no 
th aw yet. 
T h e sno w still co vers all 
and th e bay is lo cked with ice many 
feet th ick. Each day th e mercury rises 
to nearly th awing in th e sun and each 
nigh t dro ps to zero o r so metimes as 
lo w as fifteen belo w. 
Each nigh t last 
week th e ink in th e ink well o n my*o f- 
fio e desk fro ze so lid. 
Last nigh t at 8 
o ’clo ck a cro wd o f merry wh ites and 
Esquimaux were sliding do wn h ill just 
abo ve o ur building by dayligh t. 
It 
will no t be lo ng befo re twiligh t lasts 
all nigh t. 
My duties are very ligh t no w. 
I am 
simply straigh tening up th e mess left 
by my predesesso r. 
Th e fo rce h ere fo r 
th e winter co nsists o f myself, an en­ 
gineer and a co o k, th o ugh th ere will 
be a large r fo rce in th e summer. 
With much lo ve to all, 
E l m e r.
